Why Integrated Primary Care?

80 percent of patients with behavioral health 

concerns present in ED or primary care 

clinics. 

Prevention and early treatment can decrease 
the severity of mental health issues, 

substance use/abuse issues, and bolster 
positive outcomes across the lifespan.

– Behavioral issues

– Vaccine coping tools

– SAMHSA funded; 
Nemours contracted

– Opportunity to pilot 
psychology/physician 
comanaged well visits

– Co-teaching of 
medical and 
psychology residents 

– Kids 0-8

– Expertise & time 

Healthy Steps

– Training from ZTT

– Pilot one clinic 

– Stratify families into risk 
categories

– Families in tier 3 have 
comanaged well visits 

▪ 13 well visits 0-3

- Extensive outcomes 
research exists nationally.
